With only three weeks of the session 
left members of the Georgia legisla- 
ture will reconvene Monday to face 
the alternative of passing some emer- 
gency tax legislation in this period 
or of being recalled into an extraordi- 
nary session of the body.

stage and there is a certainty that 
some plan for obtaining needed reve- 
/ nue must be adopted or else the mem-

Coal is 
used as fuel, there being no available 
supply of rich pitch pine whi.ad was 
fed into the boiler of the original. It 
has four driving wheels, 56 inches in 
diameter. Two inclined cylinders with 
six-ineh bore and 16-inch stroke work 
down inside the frame to a double 
ernankshaft, which serves as the axle 
for the rear pair of drivers. Connect- 
ing rods, working outside, transmit 
power to the forward pair of drivers. 
The cylinders are at the forward part 
of the engine and the boiler at the 
rear end.

construction.

Arrowe Park swarmed with Little 
Wolf cubs today from all parts of 
Lancashire and Cheshire. They are 
strong little fellows who managed, to 
steal the center of the jamboree pic- 
ture away from their elder brothers 
by a pageant illustrating good turns 
dating from pre-historic times. 

The first good turn was an opera- 
tion to relieve the suffering of an 
imaginary animal of the brontosaurus 
type which had a_toothache. 

The Prince of Wales’ address, de- 
livered to the 50,000 Scouts yester- 
day afternoon, already has been trans- 
lated into forty languages.

Several special taxation bills will 
be introduced in the legislature this 
week. Three of these will be presented 


‘by Representative Gullatt, of Camp- 


bell. he first provides a tax of $1 
on each radio outfit sold in the state. 
The second provides a tax of $1 a 
reel on all motion pictures and talking 
pictures shown in the state for profit. 
The third will call for a tax of 10 
per cent on talking machine records 
of all kinds. The total reyenue from 
the three sources is expected to run 
to more than $500,000 annually. 

Two bills taxing amusement places 
of all kinds including theaters, swim- 
ming pools, baseball parks and “amuse- 
ment parks have been presented and 
will reach the ways and means coin- 
mittee this week. The first of these 
is the Gullatt bill taxing such places 
5 per cent on all admissions over 30 
cents. A similar bill fixing the tax 
at 10 per cent was presented by Rep- 
resentative Stewart, of Atkinson. 

“Luxury Tax” Proposed. 

Representative Logan, of Banks, is 
drafting a “luxury tax” bill which im- 
poses a tax on all kinds of cosmetics, 
toilet articles, tooth pastes, shaving 
creams and articles of this nature. It 
is expected that the bill will be pre- 
sented during the week. 

Monday night the University of 
Georgia committee will hold a public 
meeting at the Kimball house to con- 
sider a resolution introduced by Rep- 
resentative Martin, of Troup, which 
provides for an investigation of the 
administration of affairs at the state 
college of agriculture.

if you have read the bill as submitted 
to our board. If you have, you will 
note that these requests are based en- 
tirely upon assessments against the 
property benefited, and in case of fire 
protection permission is given to tax 
districts benefited. 

“The Fulton county commissioners 
for the past three years, to my knowl- 
edge, have refrained from going inte 
fire, water or sewerage arrangements 
as a county—because of the belief of 
the commissioners that it would be 
unfair to tax the county as a whole 
for benefits which would x 


any particular section in the coffRty. 

“The growth of the outlyin¥ sec- 
tions of the county is such as demands 
sanitary and fire protection, and the 
citizens are entitled to the benefit of 
whatever machinery in law we can set 
up that will bring relief. All of these 
bills are constitutional amendments, 
and require a vote of the entire state 
of Georgia, including those of Atlanta 
and Fulton county. 

Matter of Parks. 

“The matter of parks is one that 
has already appeared before the peo- 
ple of the county in the primary of 
1928 and was carried by the largest 
majority of any improvement that 
has ever been presented here. How- 
ever, since the county operates under 
constitutional authority, it is neces- 
sary that we have a constitutional 
amendment to legalize any act on the 
part of the county in acquiring or es- 
tablishing parks. The municipalities 
of Fulton county are already receiv- 
ing aid from the county in building 
parks, since we are now engaged in 
constructing three golf courses for the 
benefit of the city of Atlanta and Col- 
lege Park. 

“Tt is unfortunate that your article 
got into the public prints before you 
consulted with someone who was fa- 
miliar with what was actually being 
done because of the fact. it leads the 
people to believe that additional taxes 


to: 


would be levied throughout the coun- 
ty for these purposes when as a mat« 
ter of fact, nothing of the kind would 
be done or could be done. 

“Even if the annexation scheme 
should happen to become a law, there 
are still outlying districts which eith- 
er need these improvements now or 
will need them before -another four 
years, which is as early as we could 
get constitutional legislation and un- 
less the city of Atlanta is expecting 
to absorb the whole of Fulton county, 
I feel that any antagonism on the 
part of the city will be working a 
serious injury on those citizens who 
will live *outside the proposed an- 
nexed area. 

“IT am requesting, therefore, that 
before you take any further steps in 
this matter that you fully inform 
yourself because I am sure that you 
would not knowingly do any citizen 
of Fulton county an injustice.

} being shaped, Frank Miller, executive 


director of the Community Chest, ex- 
plained Saturday that food, shelter 
and clothing—the items which the lay- 
man regards as the main objectives 


of charity—are the least part of the 
eost of real and permanent relief to- 
ward which the Chest and its societies 
work. 

“The causes of need, generally 
speaking, are ill health, unemployment 
and the expense of raising children 
and schooling them,” said Mr. Miller's 
statement. “Of all these causes, a 
long continued spell of ill health on 
the part of the bread-winner is the 
most dismal cause of family need and 
the hardest to meet by chest agencies 
because of the slender funds at com- 
mand, 

“To cope remedially with sickness 


requires expensive diets, frequent 


visits to clinics, nursing service—none 
of which our present chest funds per- 
mit our organization to give. ° 
“When therefore a giver to the 
chest thinks of relief he should in- 
clude in the cost more than the ex- 
pense of food, clothing, shelter. We 
must get a sick breadwinner well, 
back at his job, and the family on 
its economic feet. Food may be need- 
ed, but food alone will not make a 
sick man well, The job costs more 


than a grocery order or a month's 
rent. 
“Givers should keep this tragic fact 


in mind. The Family Welfare Socie 
ty and-all other relief and service or- 
ganizations are confrented by the 
wider necessities of family relief with 
little of the wherewithal to meet them. 

“Nor does food, shelter, clothing 
provide the children of the poor with 
pro¢er, schooling. For the poor, educa- 
tion is a luxnry—a luxury, however, 
which the state compels them to take. 
But a family where need presses re- 


quires every child to get out early and 
earn a small job pittance. This means 
that the children of the poor cannot 
grow and improve as the state de- 
mands. This is a sad loss to the child 


of poverty and a more grievous loss 


to the community. It takes money to 
keep children in free school nowadays. 
The community should help the poor to 
meet this necessary obligation. 

“The picture so far is dark enough, 
but it has deeper shadows. The aged 
poor trying to earn their daily bread 
though infirm of body, toothless, gv- 
ing blind. They have illness, too. A 
chest without sufficient funds cannot 
ease their declining years as it should, 


These are dire and sorrowful needs. 
‘for which the givers of 1930 to the 


chest should remember when the cam- 
paign for funds begins.”

Diversification Looms as 
Important Factor in Ad- 
vancement of State Ag- 
riculture to Prosperity. 


COTTON ADVANCES 
AGAINST WEEVIL 


Optimism Prevails as To- 
bacco Assures Prosper- 
ity in South and Cotton 
Nears Picking. 


With the harvesting and sale of ex- 
cellent crops of cotton, tobacco, corn 
and numerous other agriculfural prod- 
ucts which have been introduced on a 
diversified plan in Georgia, the state 
faces the most prosperous year since 
the war, 11 years ago, reports from 
every county in the state to The Con- 
stitution indicate. . 

Bulwarking these reports were fig- 
ures on the second week of tobacco 
sales in the southern part of the state 
which show that records were smashed 


week for more than $6,000, 

The brilliant crop prospects have 
brought a feeling of security und op- 
timism not only to farmers but to 
merchants and bankers of the state 
and it is generally agreed that 1929 
will go a long way toward establish- 
ment of records in Georgia agricul- 
tural fields. 

Cotton, still clung to doggedly by 
numbers of farmers as a main crop, 
faces its best year since the dread 
boll weevil blight attacked the crop. 
Insect infestation is unusually. light 
over the state save in one or two 
counties, and in these the pest is being 
fought to the last furrow. 

Out of the entire state only two 
counties reported prospects dark, 
and one of these had been swept by 
the early spring storms that destroyed 
every crop planted and necessitated 
complete replanting of all crops. 

Cotton is progressing splendidly, 
while a number of “first bales” al- 
ready have been marketed at good 
prices. Later cotton is well-fruited 
and with farmers holding a line of de- 
fense against the weevil, the crop 
should preduce the best results since 
the war, reports say. 

The grain crop, practically all har- 
vested by now, has brought a great 
deal of prosperity throughout the 
state, and currents sales of tobacco 
in the southern portion of the state 
are placing that section unqualifiedly 
in the best financial position in its 
history. 

The detailed county reports indicate 
that diversification has obtained a 


j real hold in Georgia and that it is 


one of the most vital factors to the 
advance of the state to a position of 


agricultural solidarity. 

| Truck farming also has won over a 
much greater number of followers than 
last year and hundreds of Georgia 
farmers near cities of size have found 
this phase of agriculture highly profit- 
able and one that produces returns the 
year around. 

Georgia also is advancing in the 
growing of pimiento peppers and the 
current crop is reported to be the 
best in the history of pepper growing 
in the state.

Waycross, Ga., August 3.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—While hundreds of thousands 
of dollars are pouring into the pock- 
ets of farmers of southern Georgia 
as a result of tobacaco sales in 22 
cities of this section, with the indica- 
tion that the total receipts for the 
season will reach as high as $15,000,-

The situation is clearly one of gen- 
eral satisfaction, and business condi- 
tions during the past two weeks have 
taken a sudden turn for the better. 


The cotton crop in the Waycross 
section, as in the general cotton belt, 
is exceptionally fine. According to 
a statement made today by Dr. R. J. 
Heyde, county agent, the crop. in 
Ware county is larger than it has 
been in several years, and the harvest 
is expected to be a profitable one. The 
fields are whitening rapidly, and 
picking is just getting under way. 
Cottonfield activity has been post- 
poned temporarily, however, in favor 
of the tobacco barns and the tobacco 
sales floors, 

Doctor Hevde reports that the corn 
crop also is the best in several years, 
and that a record oat crop has been 
harvested. In this section there is 
optimism over the sugar cane pros- 
pects, the crop having been increased 
considerably over last year. 

Trucking Spreads. 

One of the outstanding features of 
the agricultural activity in this sec- 
tion has been the expansion of the 
garden and _ trucking industry, a 
southeast Georgia produce exchange 
having been organized with Walter A. 
Seaman as president, to foster co- 
operative production and marketing. 
More than 150 acres of cucumbers 
were planted in Ware, Brantley and 
Pierce counties, and marketed in Way- 
cross, netting approximately $10,000 
for the growers. Plans for next year, 
based on a one-acre unit plan, have 
been extended to include approxi- 
mately a dozen counties. Fall garden 
and truck crops will be planted dur- 
ing the month of August, and, ac- 
cording to a statement made by Wal- 
ter A. Seaman today, a market will 
be offered for the biggest variety of 
truck ever grown in southeast Geor- 
gia. 

Another money-maker for south 
Georgia farmers in recent months, 
and an industry that is developing, is 
poultry production. Co-operative sales 
at Waycross during the past several 
months have netted more than $13,- 
000.

GWINNETT COTTON 
DEPENDS ON WEEVIL. 

Lawrenceville, Ga,, August 3.— 
(Special.)—The outcome of the cot- 
ton crop in Gwinnett county depends 
largely on the activity of the boll 
weevil in the next two or three weeks. 
The Gwinnett cotton crop last year 
amounted to more than 21,000 bales, 
and it is probable that the county will 
produce this year 18,000 to 20,000 
bales, with favorable weather condi- 
tions. It is a fact that there was 
more fertilizer of a higher grade used 
for this crop than evef before, but 
weather conditions in the planting sea- 
son deterred a majority of the farm- 
ers in getting their seed in the ground. 

There are weevil reports coming in 
from all sections of the county, but 
with plenty of sunshine the pests are 
not expected to cut the production to 
a Jarge extent. The crop as a whole 
looks fair at this time, with slightly 
more acreage than last year. 

The corn outlook is not so promis- 
ing, owing to the fact that the planters 
were unable to get considerable of 
their acreage planted or finished until 
in July. The young corn is showing 
up beautifully. The wheat crop in 
Gwinnett was good, showing a spleu- 
did turnout for the acreage planted. 


CONDITIONS BETTER 
IN PEACH COUNTY. 

Fort Valley, Ga., August 3.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Peach county has specialized 
a number of years in the culture of 
peaches and asparagus. Because of 
heavy loss in the fruit industry, many 
growers have reduced their orchards 
and are diversifying with cotton, corn 
and grain. The outlook for a splen- 
did yield in these commodities is prom- 
ising. The corn in this section is ex- 
ceptionally good. One farmer is ex- 
pecting a yield of 600 bushels on a 
five-acre plot. 

Prospects for a big cotton crop are 
good unless weather conditions cause 
boll weevil infestation to cut the crop. 

Grain crops have been excellent and 
farmers here have shipped more wa- 
termelons this season than in many 
years past. The watermelon season

melons are bringing good prices. 
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(ne hundred and twelve cars have 
been shipped from the Fort Valley 
station. More have teen shipped from 
Byron, Powersville and Myrtle. Pow- 
ersville is said to be the largest melon 
shipping section in the world, though 
the movement is lighter than usual 
from that station thie year. To date 
approximately 100 cars have moved 
from various sections in the county 
in addition to Fort Valley shipments. 
Prospects for a large sugar cane and 
peanut crop are good. Altogether busi- 
ness conditions are looking better in 
Peach county. 


BUSINESS CONDITIONS 
IMPROVE IN CHARLTON. 

Folkston, Ga., August 3.—( Special.) 
With the opening of the tobacco mar- 
ket farmers of riton county are 
optimistic for the harvesting and sale 
of 1920 crops. 

Tobacco, while only a side line in 
Chariton county, has had the effect 
of bracing up our farmers and ton- 
ing up finances. The crop generally 
is better in quality and of greater 
quantity than in 1928, 

Essentially Charlto” has turned its 
attention to the prodnction of beef 
stock and importation of 25 registered 
Angus and Hereford bulls has had the 
desired effect. inspiring many cattie- 
men to prepare for new herd bulla. 
Thirty cars of eattle were shipped this 
season, aud the year previous more 
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than 100. As this is the right time 


for the introduction of new blood. 
Farm Agent Hursey has urged that 
this be done. 


On August 15 the sheep men will 
have a mutton sale. Three cars aré 
ready for the market. Arrangements 
have been perfected, however, to sel! 
only one car unless the price offered 
justifies sale of the entire lot. Ten 
thousand pounds of wool will be added 
if the market is satisfactory. 


A banner sweet potato crop has 
been planted. Showers have been fre- 
quent. If the season continues to be 
good the average of the past five years 
will be surpassed with potatoes. An 
improved corn crop indicates th 
there will be a home supply this 
year. 

Considering that the annual returns 
here from pine forests are in the 
neighborhood of $1,000,000 annually. 
and that farming is on a scale of 
home consumption, Charlton people 
feel that general business conditions 
are better by far than in the past 
Several years. 


RAIN DETERS CROPS 
IN MILTON COUNTY. 


_Alpharetta, Ga., August 3.—(Spe- 
cial.) — Too much rain during the 
Spring and early summer caused all 
crops in Milton county to be late, and 
all acreage reduced except cotton. 


During the last six weeks cotton 
has made wonderful improvement and 
the prospect is good, though the boll 
weevil is showing up in great num- 
bers for the first time in several years. 

More top dressing, more fertilizer 
and higher grade fertilizer have heen 
used than ever before, making this 
crop very expensive. 

Prospects for corn are poor. Most 
of the bottom lands are drowned out 
by excessive rains. Vegetable crops 
are very poor. The general business 
outlook is good. 


LARGEST CROPS 


FOR TAYLOR. 

Butler, Ga., August 3.—(Special.) 
Taylor county will produce this year, 
according to the present outlook, the 
largest and best crops of all kinds 
witnessed here in ten years, bringing 
to the county around $100,000 more 
than the crops of 1928. 

The corn is practically made, ex- 
ceeding that of last year by practical- 
ly doube, Oats and other grain crops 
have been generally good. Hay will 
be harvested in abundance and is <n 
important item in this section. 

Three more weeks of sunshine with 
occasional rains, and the boll wee- 
vils being kept in check as at presenr, 
the county will undoubtedly produce 
2,500 more bales of cotton than last 
year.

the screen grid tube in today’s radio 
receivers has removed the volume con- 
trol from the tuned circuit. 

Insertion of a high resistance across 
the primary of one of the radio fre- 
quency transformers, heretofore gen- 
erally accepted as the best means of 
regulating volume in radio frequency 
amplifiers, has been supplanted with 


a more reliable scheme in the screen, 
grid outfit. Any broadening effect on | 
turning that the primary resistor may 
have caused has been eliminated. | 

ly mist sereen grid cireuits vol- | 
ume is controlled by a poteniometer. | 
The resistor is shunted from the B 75 
volt supply to the B negative, with | 
the movable arm going to the sereen | 
grid. This device controls the voit- 
age on the screen grid, with a corre- 
sponding decrease or increase in vol- 
ume, 

With this method choke and _ by- 
pass condensers are necessary to give 
a free path for the radio frequency 
return. Omission of the chokes, whose 
value is not critical, may result in 
oscillation at certain settings of the 
volume control. The bypass may be 
as low as .O1 mfd. 

A 50,000-ohm resistor used in some 
experiments seemed to perform more 
satisfactorily than one of a lower or 
a higher value. As it is shunted 
across part of the voltage divider of 
the power pack, it will have an effect 
on the values used there, and the re-| 
sistances of the bank will have to be 
increased so that the total resistance 
of the divider will not be changed. 

Part of the divider is in parallel 
with the potentiometer, and because 
of this fact, the overall resistance of 
the power pack is lowered. 


200 MILLION RECEIVERS 


The final radio station along

A forced Jand- 
ing owing to poor visibility and lack 
of ceiling appeared imperatice when 
he received a broadcast giving the 
ceiling at Washington as 1.500 feet 
and visibility of five miles. This was 
exactiv the i:-ormation he required to 
push on through to a suecessful land- 
ing at Washington. 

“(in the same day under the same | 
conditions the mail on the New York- | 
Atlanta schedule was ‘trained, and 
there is no question that the mail 
would bave gone through had radio 
vids been used.

Pekin, China.—Ptkin, a city from 
which the glory of its greatness has 
passed, 


A city of squalor, dirt, unkempt 
streets and decaying buildings. A city 
of heat, blistering enervating heat, of 
dust which penetrates clothing and 
lungs, and of misery, the intensity of 
which is shown by the repulsive hor- 
ror of the thousands of beggars. 


A city from which the glory of 
the centuries has passed, 


Twenty years ago the Forbidden 
City of Pekin—the home for many 
centuries of the royal families of China 
*-was perhaps the most richly beauti- 
ful spot in all the world. Today the 
gardens and paths where the lordly 
Manchus once walked are weed- 
grown; the gorgeous villas, pavilions 
and shrineS of the olden days are 
fallen into a state bordering on dis- 
integration, and the beautiful flowers 
and shrubs are things of the past. 

What could be the greatest shrine 
of any nation on the earth is being 
allowed literally to fall to pieces and 
of the great store of treasures gath- 
ered by the former emperors from the 
four corners of the earth only a small 
part is left. 

This remainder of what was the 

world’s richest and rarest accumula- 
tion of antiques, is for the most part 
now gathered together in what are 
called “‘museums,” which are in real- 
ity the former living quarters of the 
servants to the royal family. 
‘In these ‘tumble-down shacks are 
to be seen priceless objects of an- 
tiquity—ornaments, statues and vases 
reaching back to dynasties which exist- 
el 4.000 years ago. In some of the 
buildings are crudely made glass cases, 
but in most of them these priceless 
objects of historic interest are care- 
lessly placed on open shelves. In one 
decaying building, through the broken 
windows and cracked doors of which 
the dust of summer and the damp of 
winter’ pours in, are to be found, 
roughly tacked on boards, manuscripts 
= drawings many hundreds of years 
old. 

Only a small group of the hundred 
or so buildings in the Forbidden City 
have been left unstripped of their 
former furnishings—the three or four 
houses in which the boy emperor and 
his girl wife were kept, virtual pris- 
oners, following the overthrow of the 
dynasty 18 years ago. ‘Through the 
cracks in these the dust has sifted to 
cover the pearl inlaid furniture, the 
exquisite rugs and the innumerable 
pieces of art with which the Chinese 
are wont to crowd their rooms. 

As the Forbidden City—-which is, 
of course, no longer forbidden—has 
suffered, so in lesser degree has dry 
rot eaten away most of the beauty 
that was Pekin’s. The lovely parks 
which once dotted the city are grown 
unkempt; streets’ which once were 


boulevards are now little more than 
dusty roads, filled with ruts; beauti- 
ful villas and palaces which were in 
days gone by kept spick and span by 
small armies of servants, now stani 
empty and dirty, mute witnesses to 
the glory that is no more. 

Real estate values in Pekin are just 
one-third of what they were before 
the capital was moved to Nanking. 
Palaces formerly occupied by the less- 
er nobility can be rented for a song, 
and it is even known that the present 
owners of some of these palaces are 
actually paying foreigners to live in 
them so that they will not be looted, 
And by looting is not meant the steal- 
ing of some of the finer ornamenta- 
tion and decorations, but the actual 
stripping of the buildings to their four 
naked walls. Carved woods of im- 
mense value, doors, windows and 
wantels have been traced to the fires 
of the Chinese laundrymen. 

This is what 18 years of “reforma- 
tion” in the Chinese government has 
(one for Pekin, once the pride of the 
far east, but which has now lost 
not only so much its former glory, 
but in addition its name. Beeause the 
name Pekin had as one of its mean- 
inys something resembling “capital,” 
the powers that be have decreed that 
it shall be used no more, but that the 
city shall be known as “Peiping.”’ 

The three basic principles of the 
party now in control in China are 
that the government shall be of, for 
ani by the people. Considering the 
tarnishing of Pekin's glory, the lower- 
ing of the standard of the railroads—— 
if the railroads of China could be said 
to have a standard—the lack of edu- 
cational or health improvements, then 
it must be said that the people have 
put one over on themselves! 

The situation is not, however, with- 
out its hope for the future. There is 
no gainsaying the fact that the group 
of younger Chinese who are now the 
controlling factor in the government 
are earnest patriots, men who are 
striving to clean house so that they 
can turn their attention to the bet- 
— of the conditions of their peo- 

e. 

They admit frankly that instead 
of the general condition of the ecoun- 
try improving since the overthrow of 
the royal family, it has grown worse. 
This they attribute to the necessity 
of gradually eliminating the imperial- 
ists and militarists, who, backed by 
soviet money, have fought every step 
toward unified government. 

They are at this time undoubtedly 
nearer that unification than ever since 
China became a republic and the con- 
fident hope is that at last China has 
reached the place where she can, 
through the education of her masses 
and the improvement of her interior 
conditions, again lay claim to a po- 
sition among the well-governed peoples 
of the world.

factured by disabled soldiers, sailors 
and marines. Thousands of these vet- 


erans are given steady employment, be- 
ing paid one cent for every poppy 
they make. Many of them are skill- 
ful enough to turn out 300 poppies in 
a day. To hundreds of disabled 
heroes this small income represents 
life itself. Shattered and maimed 
beyond ordinary labor and too proud 
to accept charity, they sit propped 
in their wheel chairs and upon their 
hospital cots, lovingly twisting togeth- 
er the colored pre and strands of 
wire to form a Flanders poppy. 


In America the Poppy Day sales 
have been conducted by five patriotic 
organizations, the American Legion, 
the Legion Auxiliary, Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, War Mothers, and the 
French League for Children. The to- 
tal sales of poppies in the United 
States on Poppy Day, 1928, was esti- 
mated at between two and three mil- 
lions of dollars. In the 1927 report 
of Haig’s British Legion Appeal, it 
is stated that $2,585,000 was raised 
on Poppy Day, and this figure does 
not include the British empire’s larg- 
est dominions—Canada, India, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand and South Africa. 
Each year since 1921 Haig’s Legion 
has averaged one half million dollar 
increase. 


All of the vast sums realized on 
Poppy Day sales go entirely for the 
relief and welfare of the disabled 
heroes in the varions countries where 
the poppies are made and sold. 

Although Miss Michael has gladly 
devoted 10 years of her life and all 
of her personal fortune in furthering 
the spread of her beautiful poppy 
cause, she has never received recogni- 
tion of any kind from any government 
—not even her own. Several times 
she has been nominated for various 
national prizes that are offered an- 
nually for genius and achievement in 
improving the welfare of humanity, 
but each time the award has gone 
elsewhere. Steps have been taken to 
win for her some kind of reward from 
the United States government, and 
now a movement is afoot to appeal to 
Great Britain in behalf of recogni- 
tion for her. Indications point to 
success in this effort to bring the 
“Poppy Lady” before the British gov- 
ernment—and Miss Michael is an 
American citizen !

prayer and built up with prayer will 
go on and on, spreading wider and 
wider, and helping back to life un- 
eounted thousands of maimed and 
broken and shattered heroes who crept 
wearily back through the blood-red 
poppies of Flanders’ field. . 

That is the picture that I have 
dared to paint for Miss Moina Mich- 
ael, the Georgia woman who pinned 
a Flanders poppy on the world!

Be Treated Alike 


Editor Constitution: The thousands 
of railroad employes in our state are 
vitally interested in the question of 
the state regulating and controlling 
motor vehicle carriers operating on the 
public highways, These carriers are to- 
day the only unregulated public serv- 
ice in, the state. Any firm, corpora- 
tion individual offering for sale to 
the public any form of transportation 
requires regulation if such transporta- 
tion is to best serve the state. We 
have at present an extremely chaotic 
condition, hundreds of busses and 
trucks operating over the highways, 
choosing such routes as they please, 
operating such schedules as they de- 
sire and charging any price to get 
business. It is only necessary to secure 
state license tag and pay a tax of $25 
or $50 according to the size of the ve- 
hicle used in order to go into the 
transportation business in Georgia. 
The trucks engaged in transporting 
merchandise are regularly soliciting 
business from business places in our 
towns and cities and not even paying 
a business license. This condition 
amounts to a subsidy. We are per- 
mitting private capital to use the 


‘public highways for private gain with- 


out demanding that a portion of such 
gain be turned into the coffers of the 
state for the preservation and main- 
tainance of the highways. Much of the 
complaint concerning the present con- 
dition of .our unpaved roads can be 
traced to the use of such roads by 
trucks and busses on which we have 
no load limit or regulation of the size 
of vehicle. The tax books of the state 
show that these carriers paid into the 
state treasury the sum of $5.519 for 
the year 1928. The state of North 
Carolina for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1928, collected from motor 
vehicle carriers $191,772, and the fig- 
ure for 1929 will amount to $215,000. 

We railroad men and women are in- 
terested because the state is furnish- 
ing the motor vehicle carriers their 
most valuable asset, the most impor- 
tant part of their business—the high- 
ways—without demanding a fair and 
reasonable return. Every phase of the 
operation of the railroads in our state 
is covered by regulation and we argue 
that it is manifestly unfair to subject 
our livelihood to unfair afid unjust 
competition. The railroads themselves 
must turn to the highways for fast 
and flexible transportation of passen- 
gers and short-haul freight but they 
cannot afford to do so unless the busi- 
ness is regulated. Forty-four states of 
the Union have placed regulatory Jaws 
governing motor vehicle carriers upon 
their statut® books. Georgia is one of 
the fonr which has not. Other states 
are deriving a steady income for the 
use of highways for private gain and 
are protecting the interests of the peo- 
ple by insuring stable and safe trans- 
portation of persons and property over 
their highways and are giving the raul- 
roads an even break. We ask for equal 
regulation 

Why should one form of public serv- 
ice be regulated and another not? Es- 
pecially when engaged in similar lines 
of business. The railroads were ac- 
cused of discrimination and placed un- 
der the public service commission, We 
say that failure to apply the principle 
of regulation to motor vehicle carriers 
will be discrimination on the part of 
the law-making body of the state, dis- 
crimination in the application of a 
principle found to be necessary to the 
public welfare. We advocate a mileage 
tax, graduated, dependent upon the 
carrying capacity of the vehicles used. 
The placing of these carriers under 
the jurisdiction of the public service 
commission is advocated. The adoption 
of a modern motor vehicle carrier bill 
by our present legislature will take 
care of the regulation and control] and 
that body is responsible to the people 
in insuring to the state an income for 
é private 
gain. 

The opportunities of transportation 
and trade should be equal between 
firms and individuals engaged in simi- 
lar lines of business in our state, 

Competition is the life of trade, but 
not so when trade is subjected tu the 
influence of unfair or unjust competi- 
tion, Place the railroads and the mo- 
tor vehicle carriers under equal state 
regulation and we will have no com-

Writes Upon Club 
Institute Theme 


To one whose club contacts have 
extended beyond the confines of her 
Lown state, out into the work of the 
General Federation, and to clubs and 
club policies of many other states, the 
club institute takes on great possi- 
bilities. It is a revealing proposition. 
It brings out as no other means does 
club problems, and rightly. conducted, 
develops, under conference and discus- 
sion, the solution of those problems. 
It reveals also that the problems of 
club and club women of every state 
in the union bear a.striking simi- 
larity. 

It is, therefore, a matter of con- 
gratulation that our own state fed- 
eration has an institute’ which has 
such backing as the university, and 
has had for two sessions such able 
leadership as that of Miss Louise 
Plumley, of Connecticut. Her quiet 
dignity, her sympathetic understand- 
ing, her strict parliamentary rulings in 
the conduct of all meetings brought 
about the results for which the fed- 
eration had planned in the arrange- 
ment of the program. Miss Plumley’s 
address on the Kellogg peace pact 
gave the women of the state a clear- 
er conception of what our nation 
is really trying to do toward world 
peace. 

Throughout the sessions there was 
much to enjoy and to take home in 
helpful planning and instruction for 
future club work. The session of the 
last day bringing out the value of 
club ethics was a fitting close to a 
fine program.

Mrs. Hess Named Scholarship Chairman 
To Succeed Mrs. W. B. Price-Smith

It is with great pleasure that the 
appointment of Mrs. Kate Green Hess, 
307 Oxford place, Atlanta, is an- 
nounced as chairman of business schol- 


arships, to become effective at the ex- 
piration of her term of office as presi- 
dent of the fifth district. Mrs. Hess 
has kindly consented to take over 
the duties as acting chairman, and 
has already secured scholarships for 
two applicants sent in by club offi- 
cers from the sixth and eighth dis- 
tricts. In order that the work may 
not suffer by not having name of 
chairman in new year book the name 
of Mrs. Hess as chairman of business 
scholarships will appear in book com- 
ing out next week, though she will not 
officially take up the chairmanship 
until her term as district president 
has expired. 

In filling the vacancy caused by 
the resignation of Mrs. Ww. B. Price- 
Smith, as chairman of business schol- 
arships interest was aroused in this 
chairmanship so long held by Mrs. 
Smith and the work so efficiently done 
by her. The state year book of 1908- 
1909, Mrs. M. A. Lipscomb, presi- 
dent, has the name of Mrs. W. B. 
Price-Smith as chairman of business 
scholarshins. In the report of con- 
vention in 1912 Mrs. H. C. White. 
Athens, president, the report showed 
that scholarships had been secured in 
nine cities, Atlanta, Abbeville, Ma- 
con, Angusta, Athens, Newnan, Val- 
dosta, Thomasville and Rome. A to- 
tal of 18 from 13 different schools. 
The value of these scholarships was 
not given. 


Gave Total. 

In subsequent reports Mrs. Smith 
gave the total of scholarships and the 
value, adding a motto, “Reverence 
for God, loyalty to our country, pune- 
tuality and efficiency in all things.” 
In later years the motto was omitted 
and certain facts substituted—such 
as supervision had been given, board- 
ing places secured, positions obtained 
with proper remuneration and promo- 
tion, when deserved, and that the girls 
must be 18 years of age and able to 
pay their way. Steadily we find 
scholarships awarded and increasing 
from 15 in 1917-1918 valued at $1,080 
to 22 in 1920-1921, valued at $1,620, 


and 23 in 1924-1925 at $2,400, show- 
ing the increasing valuation of this 
service. In the last year book 
were valued at $2,200. This places 
before us a continuous work covering 
22 years in which not less than 500 
girls have been given an opportunity 
to fit themselves to become self-sup- 
porting and have been given the in- 
spiration that comes from a sense of 
someone having a personal interest in 
their efforts. 

“In addition to this and other loca! 
work in Atlanta Mrs. Smith became 
treasurer of the board of trustees of 
Tallulah Falls school and president of 
the Atlanta Woman’s Club. It is 
with deep regret that her resignation 
as chairman of business scholarships 
was accepted as Mrs. Smith had creat- 
ed this work, being the first chairman

For 18,000-Mile Trip 


A motor trip of more than 18,000 
| miles without thought of engine ad- 
justment and at no cost whatever ex- 
cept for gasoline and oil is well with- 
in the realm of motorists with a 
modern automobile at his command 
and endless miles of good roads be- 
fore him. 


Such was indicated, at least, - by 
the recent tour of Leslie Morrison 
and Norman Neal, of Lawrence, 
Mass., who visited every state capital 
in‘the country in less than 30 days 
in -their Marmon-built Roosevelt 
straight-eight sedan. 

Aside from traveling 18,244 miles 
in 29 days. the remarkable part of 
_this capital-to-capital journey was 
the expense log of the two men which 
revealed a total expenditure of only

On. the Guild list there is also to 
be found “Mirror-Man,” which doesn’t 
sound terribly attractive until it is 
described as the latest play by Franz 
Werfel. Only those who remember 
“Juarez and Maximilian” and 
“Schewiger” as among the most elo- 
quent of modern dramas, who have 
admired the sensitive originality of 
the novel translated into English as 
“Class Reunion,” and who feel, as 
does this observer, that the combina- 
tion of unique viewpoint, genuine 
lyricism and modern psychological 
insight, which are allied so nap 
in Werfel, go to make up one of the 
greatest talents in modern letters, can 
agree with me as to the potential im- 
portance. of this offering. You are 
much more likely to agree that a new 
comedy, currently called “Meteor. 
which is the work of Samuel Behr- 
mann, who wrote, in “The Second 
Man” and “Serena Blandish,” two of 
the most impressive of that small 
group of “American high comedies, 
is something to look forward to wit 
considerable optimism. 


To a number of us, however, it is 
somehow a bit more exciting to know 
that the gigantic Mr. Ring Lardner 
has very likely found a proper col- 
laborator at last. For years every 
one who has contemplated the dra- 
ma’s frailties has lamented the fact 
that. outside of a few magnificent 
nonsense playlets and a brief sketch 
or two efor the “Follies,” the most 
probably immortal of the current 
American writers has had his trou- 
bles with the stage. Now a dramati- 
zation of that superb short story of 
his “Some Like Them Cold,” is of- 
fered for the coming season .and 
though it is difficult to see how this 
narrative, in’ which hero and heroine 
never meet, can be made into a play, 
we cannot help trusting that an al- 
liance between Mr. Lardner and the 
enormously brilliant Mr. George 
Kaufmann will result in a grand 
work. ‘This is true, though we sus- 
pect. that “June Moon,” even if it is 
intended as a satirical title, is as 
had a name for the play as one could 
well hope to avoid. 


Turning for the moment to the in- 
teresting list of promises offered _by 
Mr. Gilbert Miller, it is somehow im- 
possible to avoid at least a nominal 
excitement on hearing the vague news 
that there may conceivably be a new 
play by Mr. R. C. Sherriff, who wrote 
the heart-breaking “Journeys End.

How | Learned About Women 


An Unpublished Article by the Man Who Knew “All About Women,” Written Shortly Before His Death

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vise any inquirer to make also: I aban- 
doned the prejudice that woman is mys- 
terious. We are always hearing about the 
mystery of woman, and seldom about the 
mystery of man. People seem to think 
that man is an emotional card-index, while 
woman, ah, woman!—what a tangled skein! 
Which is nonsense. I need quote only one 
reason: most of the women I have met 
were delighted to dispel their mystery by 
talking about themselves; and some car- 
ried the confidential temperament so far 
that an isolated phychologist such as my- 
self found himself overwhelmed. Some 
women would need a laboratory staff to 
analyze the whole of their confidences. 
And while women talked about their hearts, 
men talked to me about golf, or money; 
naturally man stayed, and stays, the more 
mysterious. 


In other words, I learned a little about 
women bv listening to them. The ma- 
jority of men set to work to impress the 
woman with whom they are talking, which 
is a natural instinct, since it means that 
a man is signaling to a woman, telling her 
that he embodies the life force, namely a 
good brain. However, while he signals to 
her he will miss the signals that she makes 
to him, except the commonplace flag wag- 
gings of her eyes and her hair. 


I have learned a little about women 
partly by asking them questions, and partly 
by seeking their side of a problem. Wom- 
an obtains so little sympathy from man 
that when she finds a man who will listen 
to her she will soon reveal herself to him. 
In that way one hears astounding things. 
I met a woman one day who explained her 
religious doubts, her relations with her 
husband, a temptation she was encounter- 
ing: she had not the slightest amorous in- 
tention; what she wanted was a real good 
talk about herself with some one who would 
listen to her. 


So the reader will perceive that I claim 
no qualities of penetration. One does not 
need them. If only one will listen, one will 
learn, and a man must a fool if after 
listening to hundreds of women he does 
not arrive at general ideas about their sex. 

One of the first ideas at -which I ar- 
rived was that woman is the mercenary 
sex. -My father taught me that, for his 
habit, when coming back from a journey, 
was to put some money for my mother 
between her napkin and her plate. This 
always amused me, and the practice has 
been rooted in my mind by an incident 
which happened thirty years ago. One 
evening my father put some bank notet 
into a soup plate; my mother was iate. 
and being vivacious, poured a ladieful of 
tomato soup upon the money before we 
could voice our affright. 


But tomato soup is not relevant; what 
is relevant is that my mother was always 
pleasanter after my father had adminis- 
tered a present and I have never known 
a woman otherwise. On second thoughts, 
I do know one woman who does not care 
for gifts: she is a loathsome specimen of 
the species. 

Meanwhile a man remains unstirred; I 
have never seen his outlook on life altered 
by a box of cigars, gray woolen stockings 
or a silver toothpick case. 

That was an early observation, and it 
lacked originality. Much more interest- 
ing is the connection between this en- 
tirely commonplace observation and an- 
other equally commonplace. Just as early 
as in the case of the mercenary spirit, I 
also discovered that woman is vain. I do 
not mean that she wants to be told that 
her eves are like still pools, that her mouth 
is a cupid’s bow, etc. She does want that. 
But soon I found what she wanted more, 
that the vanity of woman spreads into the 
most remote recesses of her personality. 
Consider the following instance: 

When I was about twenty I fell slightly 
in love with a woman a little my senior, 
as is man’s way at twenty. 
quite insensible to my suit, in the sense 
that a mature woman likes to have an en- 
thusiastic boy in her train. But she was a 
shrewd woman, infinHely my superior in 
knowledge of the world, and she had not 
the sligntest intention of entangling ler- 
self with any one so raw. Soi zrew impa- 
tient, turning in my mind a vision of mar- 
riage. She laughed at me, and in my ?ri- 
tation I recaled to her a somewhat tender 

phrase which she had uttered, She inter- 
rupted me at the first word: 

“Don't say it!” she cried. 

“You said’— I began again. 

“Doni!” she cried. “You'll regret it!” 

But I was twenty. My pride was out 
Z spoke those words to the full. 

“Very well,” she said coldly... “You dont 
know what you've done. It's hke revealing 


the secret of the confessional. YT never 
see you again.” 
And fortunately she did not. It took me 


several years to find out what she meant, 
and thus complete my education. By re- 
peating tender words which she had whis- 
pered in a moment of abandon I forced her 
to realize that for a moment she had been 
weak enough to give instead of alwavs tak- 
ing. I was humiliating her. I was pre- 
venting her from staying on the pedestal 
of the one who is desired and who remains 
crue]. 

Another incident pointing in that direc- 
tion occurred not to me, but in my pres- 
ence. An old lady, well versed in the 
ways of the world, was attacking a man 
whom I knew, who seemed indifferent to 
his wife. 


“Don't you think she’s lovely?” she asked 
him. “That she’s perfectly beautiful? And 
such a clever housekeeper? And don’t you 
think she’s very sweet-tempered? 

“Why, of course, I think all that,” re- 
plied the husband. 


“Then,” said the old lady, “why don’t 
you tell her so?” 

That helped my education. I realized 
that woman’s appetite for pretty speeches 
is always keen, that it is no use admiring 
her unless one says so, and that it is much 
better to say so even if one doesn’t. I am 
guite’ serious; I have had a woman say to 
me in earnest: 

“I think you're a princely liar. I don’t 
Suppose you mean a word of what vou're 
Saying. You don't think me pretty, vou 
think me stupid. In fact, stupid enough 
to believe you. But you can go on, all the 
same.” 

“Why.” said I, “if you don’t believe me?” 

“Because,” said the woman, “it flatters 
me that you should take so much trouble 
to flatter me.” 

Which is conclusive enough. I have had 
that incident reported to me by another 
man, to whom his wife said: “I know you 
don't love me as I love you, but for God's 
sake tell me you do. I'll try to believe it, 


because it would be so good if it were true.” 

We find this vanity constantly rearing 
its head. I have always noticed that wom- 
en look upon themselves as almost sacred 
when they marrv: while men go about in 
the rather shamefaced manner of the stray 
dog who has been caught by some boys and 
had a frying pan tied to its tail; a wom- 
an always seems larger. more vivacious. In 
some cases she is merely relieved, because 
she is not going to be a spinster after all, 
but in cost cases she is summed up by an- 
other remark of the old lady whom I have 
quoted: 


“When a woman marries 
great dea).” 


I was foolish enough to be logical, and 
to say that men also gave a great deal, 
only to be told that it was quite different; 
any man who investigates women must ex- 
pect to run up against the blank wall of 
“It is quite different.” 


Naturally the vanity of woman feeds on 
more than pretty phrases. It exists mainly 
on what are called “attentions.” Now, by 
attentions I do not mean presents, or the 
carrying of parcels; I mean something 
more subtle, an attitude almost of worship, 
above all an attitude showing that a man 
is thinking about a woman; if she could, 
she would have him think of nothing else. 


Por inst’ nce, I thought that I knew all 
about attentions, but only last year my 
wife gave me a valuable lesson. It was 
in Havana, where she had been so ill that 
she was put on a diet. On a fine Janu- 
ary day strawberries appeared at. the ho- 
tel table . . Strawberries in January! I 
greatly enjoyed a large portion § after 
which my wife said: “If vou had been real- 
ly a nice man you wouldn't have eaten 
under my nose the things I love and which 
I'm not allowed to eat.” She was right: 
I had missed my chance to pay her a most 
delicate attention; if I had been the man 
who knows all about women, I should have 
lived on steamed fish, dry toast and hot 
water. 

Until I reached the thirties I collected 
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instance after instance of this vanity, with- 
out, however, understanding it. I found 
amazing cases. I even found an inverted 
case: a lady whom I met in the afternoon 
was furious when she found that I must 
leave her to go to a business appointment. 
When, however. she found me immovable, 
She smiled and said: “Well, I should have 


despised vou if you had broken your en- 
gagement for my sake.” It was only later 
that I understood: women are vain enough 
to want to dominate men completely, and 
yet at the same time to dominate only men 
whe are too strong to be dominated. Wom- 
an, “a contradiction still,’ embodies the 
old problem of what happens when a shell 
from the gun which can pierce any armor 
encounters an armament which no shell 
can pierce. Briefly, what I did not under- 
Stand was that woman is not vain at all, 
but actually humble. 

Consider some of the cases which I have 
quoted. Why did one woman become angry 
when I quoted a tender phrase uttered by 
her? Why was another pleased because I 
paid her compliments which she did not 
believe? Why a third begged her husband 
vO vow that he loved her though she knew 
that he loved her not? Because there are 
very few women who trust their beauty or 
their charm. They are always feeling a 
little older, a little less well dressed than 
other women; they are never sure that the 
man they hold is not slightly slipping from 
their grasp; they are never sure that the 
man whom they favor does not despise 
them a little because he has got them. 
They are capricious and rude, they boast 
- « » and under all this hides a shrinking 
creature terrified lest her bluff be called 
and begging the man to reassure her, to 
convince her that she is beautiful, desirable, 
a queen among women. 

Men are not like that. The man whom 
a woman flatters—and all men enjoy that, 
I no less than any other—puts on a smug, 
judicial air. He is not being reassured at

It was on Fustian that I got my first 
and only experience in a night trial That's 
a phase of racing that has passed out in 


the last decade. but back in the day when 


I was breaking in it was fairly common 
owners and trainers, anxious to keep the 
reali ability of their horses from the pry- 


ing eyes of toute, clockers and other train- 


ers. would rouse their horses in the middie 
of the ht ard lead them sailentiy out t% 
tie trace ‘bbere,. with the eid of lanteri.as 


. 


* 
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and stop watches, they would put them 
through their paces. 

Most of the mystery and secrecy of work- 
outs has passed along with the night trial. 
Nowadays official clockers sit in the stands 
and give the results of work-outs to the 
papers. 

I sensed that something unusual was go- 
ing to happepn that night whcn Anderson 
said he was going to stay at the stable, 
and I had hardly got to sleep when I was 
awikened. It was 2 a. m. and pitch dark. 
In the blackness of the night silent prepar- 
ations were being made to find out just 
how fast Fustian could run the six fur- 
longs. 

I was legged up on him, and given a 
whistle. I was to trot Fustian to the six- 
furlong pole, and break from there, blow- 
ing a shrill blast as we started racing so 
that Anderson could start timing. Boys 
with lanterns were stationed at the differ- 
ent furlong poles. with instructions to flash 
them as we went by. 

It must have been an eerie scene—the 
whistle shrilling through the blackness of 
the night, Fustian tearing around the track 
and the lanterns flashing. 


Fustian’s time was very good and Ander- 
sor was more confident than ever that he 
would win the race. He was well bet on at 
three to one, but the holders of first place 
tickets never @ollected a dollar, and the 
midnight trial went for nothing. Fustian 
was beaten by a neck. 


I rode in a lot of other races for Ander- 
son, but my first real win came on Mrs. 
Frank Foster, at Fort Erie, Canada. My 
riding weight in that race, including saddle 
and tackle, was exactly sixty-five pounds. 
It was an owner's handicap at catch 
weights. I believe there is a record of an 
English jockey named Kitchener winning 
the Chester Cup with less than sixty 
pounds in the saddle; but I think mine is 
the American revord for light weight on 
any of our recognized tracks. 

While I was with Anderson I rode on 
every track in Canada during the summer, 
and in California in the winter. I was 
learning all the time. 

But it wasn't only race riding that I was 
learning. I got to know how to beat the 


railroads without riding on the brake- 
beams. A certain number of attendants 
are allowed to ride free in every horse car 
—the others have to pay. Needless to say, 
owners who wanted to cut expenss, told 
the bovs to hide under the hay. One time 
Jimmy Butwell and I beat our way from 
Bennings to California, theugh we had sev- 
era) narrow escapes from being thrown off 
the train. 

But the. most desperate effort I ever 
mace to Guck paying the railroad fare was 
when I started from Los Anreles for Vic- 
toria, B. C., with fifty cents in my pocket. 

That was back in 1909 and I had just 
got married in Los Angeles! The family 
capital amounted to just thirty-five dollars 
and fifty cents. It was netessary to get to 
work at once, and the nearest racing was 
at Victoria. I decided to leave my wife in 
Los Angeles until I could send her enough 
money to follow me. I gave her the thirty- 
five dollars and kept the fifty cents. By 
hiding in a car taking some horses to Vic- 
toria. I got to Seattle with my fiftv cents 
intact, but there was the ferry to Victoria 
to be faced. I laid the cards on he table 
and told the ticket taker that Id pay him 
when I could. I must have handed him a 
gooc line of talk for I got by. 


That first week up there came near mark- 
ing the end of my riding career. The 
bieaks al] went against me. I couldnt win 
a@ race, and didn't seem able to get going 
at ali. 


It was during that week that I had the 
greatest temptation to “pull a horse” that 
I've ever had presented to me. A man, 
now training in ihe east, came to me and 
said. “Johnny, I know things aren't going 
sO well with you. If ycou're on a short- 
priced one I can get you expense money 
from one of the books.” He meant that 
the bookmaker wou'd take his word that I 
would keep my meoeunt :.rom winning. lay 
as much as he could against the horse and 
give me a percentage of the money. 

Well-—-I was in a desperate fix—but I 
knew my wife. I thanked him, and de- 
clined his proposition. 

Just afte rthat I managed to win a race. 
Then my luck turned and I won five or six 
more in two or three days. That put me 


on easy street and I sent some money back 
to Los Angeles. I dic quite well until near 
the close of that meeting when I got a 
nasty fall. When I recovered conscious- 
ness in the hospital my wife was bending 
over me. 

It wasn't long afier I got back in the 
saddie that I made what may be a record. 
I won six different bets on one race—and 
only two horses were entered. 

It was at Ogden, Utah. Interest in rac- 
ing was at fever heat throughout the cat- 
tle country then—and as a special feature 
a match race was arranged between Thistle 
Belle, known as “The Pride of Montana,” 
and Anne McGee, “The Pride of Colorado.” 
I had the mount on Thistle Belle and 
“Happy” Buxton was on Anne McGee. ; 

From hundreds of miles around cowboys 
from both states gathered at Ogden to root 
for their respective champion. 

They weren't satisfied with betting on the 
final result of the six furlong sprint; they 
bet on each furlong. The owner of Thistle 
Belle had a bet down on each furlong, too 
—and I had an interest in all of them. 


Both “Happy” and I realized that which- 
ever got the break at the start was going 
to have the best of it—and we both did 
quite a bit of “fiddling” at the post. I had 
determined to win all six bets—so when I 
finally got off in front. I kept Thistle Belle 
racing as hard as she would go. I never 
gave Anne McGee a chance to slip by and 
made every post a winning one—getting 
home first by less than a length. 

How those bovs from Montana did 
whoop it up! . ) 

I was a free lance in those days and if 
I ever take a trip abroad no one can ac- 
cuse me of not having seen America first. 
My itinerary took in the United States, 
Canada, Mexico and Cuba. I was riding 
at Charleston, S. C., one vear when I came 
within an ace of being disoualified, possibly 
ruled off the turf—not for losing a_ race, 
buf for winning. 

It was a unique experience. I rode a 
two-year-old, which had never won a race 
for an owncr-trainer who had a _ strong 
local foilowing. There is an unwritten law 
in racing that the owner of a maiden two- 
year-old may run his horse a conditioning 
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race without being compelled to try to win. 
This owner didnt give me any instruc- 
ions before 1 went out, and when I won 
on his filly he raised an awful holler and 
went to the stewards to try to get me cis- 
qualiiiec. He said I had flogged his filly 
against his instructions. It wasnt true 
The fact is she had “run in” on him, ana 
he was aS mac as a wet hen because he 
had been waiting to get a bet on her at a 
good price. The stewards dismissed his 
complaini 

It's strange that one race in the more 
than 7.000 that I've ridden should remain 
fixed in mv memory and my heart as the 
greatest anc most thrilling of them all. It 
Was not a great race, as stake races go. nor 
was the mare the highest class thorough- 
bred with which I have ever won. I've rid- 
den anag won on such horses as Crusader. 
Mars. Sarazen and Black Maria, but I never 
got the thrill out of winning a race on cone 
of those equine giants that I-did that dav 
back in 1213 when I rode to victory in the 
littl Dominion Handicap at Fort. Erie, 
Canada, on the back of the gallant little 
mare. Fiora Fina. 

She was just a nice handicap mare. but 
they don't come any gamer, or more will- 
ing to give up their heart's blood in a deés- 
perate struggie to reach the wire. 

Her tame was good—she ran the first 
mile in 1:38 and finished the mile and a 
quarter in 2:04 1-5. And it had to be good, 
for Dorerai). the winner of the Kentucky 
Derby that vear. was entered in the race, 
and most of the other starters had been re- 
cent winners. But it wasn't Flora Finas 
time that makes that race stick in mv 
memory—it was the way she ran it. 

When the starter velled “Come on.” I 
shot Fiora Fina to the front cioselyv fol- 
lowed bv Filabbergast. on which Roscoe 
Goose, now a wel) known trainer in Ken- 
tucky. hac the mount. Donerail was close 
up and these two never left us for a sec- 
onc auring the entire race. 

But every time Donerail or Flabberrgast 
challenged our lead—and they seemed 1c 
take turns Going it—Flora Fina responded 
to. mY Cal) as only a real game mare can. 
I couid fee] her spring every time I hit her, 
though 1 hated to bring the whip down on 
her and didn't co it until I could sense one 
of our orponents getting dangerously near. 
Then. with the goal in sight, I put up mv 
whip anc handrode her to the finish. 

She'd have run right on to the last gasp. 
And later in the season she did just that, 
when her owner.entered her in one of 
those inhuman races, now abolished. over 
four ‘miles at Churchill Downs. Flora Fina 
ran unti) she could run no more, finished 
second, anc dropped dead. Poor litle mare 
she had broken her heart. Thank God I 
Wasnt on her that day. 

Mars, the chestnut son of Man o' War, 
Was the worst tempered horse I ever put 
a leg over. The excitement of a coming 
race seemed to make him iose his head 
entirelv. To saddle him, it was necessary 
to bring Mars into the paddock and get 
him ready while the previous race was be- 
ing run—anad then it took four men to do 
it. But for his temper he would have won 
more races than he did. 

I never rode Lady Amelia, the fastest 
sprinter that was raced by the late E. R. 
Thomas. .but she was the most dangerous 
mare I ever met at the starting point. To 
brush up against her or even to get near 
her was to take the risk of a pair of heels 
in vour own ribs or those of your mount— 
she wasnt particular which, and plaved no 
favorites In spite of all her bad acting, 
though, Lady Amelia always got away well. 
She was a fast breaker, and one of the 
best sprinters I ve ever seen.

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A New Epoch In History 


The President's Proclamation That the Kellogg Pact for Outlawing War Is Now In Force Marked 


One of the Great, Significant Changes In Civilization 


EDNESDAY, July 24, 1929, was the 
final date in an act unparalleted 
in the history of politics. It was 
the high privilege of the president 
of the United States to proclaim that by a 
voluntary act upon the part of forty of the 
civilized nations of the world they had rev- 
olutionized the basis of international law 
by renouncing the use of the most ancient 
and the most potent instrument of politics. 
The treaty for “the renunciation of war as 
an instrument of national policy” had 
finally become international law through 
the ratification by the signatory nations 
whose plenipotentiaries affixed their sig- 
matures in the solemn act that took place 
on August 27 last, in the Salle de l'Horloge 
of the French foreign office. Not only 
have the original signatories now ratified 
their adherence to the treaty, but more 
than a score of other nations have accept- 
ed the invitation which the treaty con- 
tained “for adherence by all the other na- 
tions of the world.” 


The act of Mr. Hoover, therefore, in 
proclaiming that the pact of Paris has now 
come into force is the most far-reaching 
single act in the history of the foreign pol- 
icy of the United States, and however 
transient may be the notice given it now, 
this act belongs with those great perma- 
ment changes in human relationship which 
mark the epochs of civilization. 


The treaty which now becomes law has 
mo provision for denunciation by any of 
the nations signing it. It is, as Mr. Miller 
has so forcibly pointed out in his book on 
“The Pact of Paris,” a treaty which is to 
run “forever and ever,’ unlike other 
treaties which provide the conditions or 
which nations may refuse to continue them. 
YWhis treaty, on the contrary, is as pern.a- 
ment in its commitments as it is universal 
im application. A new public law of the 
world has therefore been promulgated. 


I am well aware that this may seem an 
overstatement to those who are conscicus 
of the distance that is still to be traversed 
before the actual fact of international war 
shaH cease to menace even the most civil- 
ized of nations. It is true that the pro- 
muigation of a law is a very different thing 
from securing obedience to it, and the rat- 
ification of the peoples themselves must te 
edded to the acts of governments to make 
such far-reaching measures as this really 
efiective—a ratification not merely ex- 
pressed in terms of passing sentiment, but 
im deliberate acts of policy by which the 


principles for which the treaty stands may 


be enacted in actual practice. 


The outstanding symbol of this further 
ratification is the movement for disarrma- 
ment. and disarmament waits upon ‘the ac- 
cetpance of alternatives for war in the set- 
tiement of international disputes, sucka 
alternatives as are already envisaged in a 
werld court for matters of law, in arbit.a- 
tion for questions of definable rights *hat 
can be submitted to international tribunals 
ana the procedure of conciliation and con- 


.ference for the adjustment of conflicting 


poucies. Without action along these ‘ines, 
the promulgated law remains inconiplete. 
But that does not in any degree iessen its 
ismoortance as the initial act of a world 
reform. for the act proclaims the principles 
upon which subsequent action must follow. 

[It is but natural that skepticism Should 
exist as to the reality of a renunciation of 
war on the part of nations which not only 
have used it at every stage in their histecry 
im the past, but are yet armed to ‘he teeth 
as if awaiting its outbreak at anv iuomens. 
Our own senate, in its debates on ratifica- 
tion. showed how slight a confidence some 
portions of the treaty commanded in the 
minds of a section of American public 
opinion, even if that section at the time 
proved a minoritys 

The same skepticism still exists in other 
countries. But in the months that have in- 
tervened since that debate—a debate which 
upon the whole marked one of the lowest 
tides in congressional history—a movement 
of reiorm and progress has been gathering 
strength in our own and other nations 
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which, if given leademhip now, will build 
the Kellogg-Briand pact into practical in- 
ternational policies. 


Within these last few weeks the govern- 


ments of both Great Britain and Japan 
have passed from the hands of conserva- 
tives to those whose programs in foreign 
affairs are based upon conciliation” and 
other pacific means of settling disputes. In 
continental Euvirope, through the statesman- 
Ship of business, enmities of the World 
war seem likely alt last to have been laid, 
and, finally, still more important for the 
fate of the Kellogg-Briand pact itself, the 
president of the United States is earnestiy 
engaged upon those policies which should 
convince the world that we have meant 
what we said when we proposed to renounce 
war as the instrument of American policy. 
The atmisphere of insincerity and dou 
mo longer prevails in the chancelleries of 
the great powers because the common opin- 
ion of the world, even more than govern- 
ments, has ratified the act of war renun- 
ciation ’ 


Mr. Hoover's proclamation could have 
been made some months ago if it had not 
beem for the delay of Japan in ratifying 


- 


the treaty. The American ratification took 
place on the 17th of January, following im- 
mediately upon the vote of the senate. 
Great Britain ratified it on January 23, and 
the dominions, India, Germany, Italy and 
Spain during the month of February: Po- 
land and Belgium ratified in March, and 
France on the 6th of April, the second an- 
niversary of M. Briand'’s message to the 
people of the United States, which was the 
beginning of the negotiations

The political opposition party in Japan 
raised the point that this meant that the 
emperor of Japan, who rulea by divine 
right, was here called upon to admit «a 
Gerogation of his sovereignty.

Japan, but-in his own mame and acting by 
his own sovereign power, 

According to accounts which reached us 


from Japan, the opposition varty. which is 


now the party in power, sew in this phrase- 
ology a weapon with which to attack the 
government. In any case, the council of 
state, the conservative body which advises 
the emperor on treaties, was led to op- 
pose the ratification of a text containing 
a phrase said to be offensive to the im- 
perial nead of the state 


The debate on this point in the Japaness 
press, and more especially in the technical 
journals of international law, makes strange 
but interesting reading University pro- 
fessors explored the meaning of the Eng 
listh phrase “in the name of” from Shake- 
speare to the Treaty of Versailles They 
pointed out that, although originally i 
meant acting a8 @& mere representative or 
agent of a high authority, it had beoome 
colorless in course of time and now ia em- 
ployed merely as a prepositional phrase, 
“In the name of the people” might mean

The Prince’s Little Cabinet 


Guardsmen, An Admiral, a Welsh Diplomat, and a Hunting Enthusiasts—These Are the Men 
Who Are Closest to England’ s Heir. But the One Who Chiefly Formed Wales’ Char- 
acter Is an Airman-Athlete, Now Gentleman Usher to the King

ERVING the Prince of Wales is a 
job richer in honor and prestige 
than in financial opportunity. ‘A 

: remark which applies these sad 

@emocratic days to all Royal and Court 


posts everywhere). 

Captain the Hon. Bruce Ogilvy, late of 
the Horse Guards, a dark, cheerful young 
man known as “Brucie,” has just come to 
that conclusion. For the last seven years 
he has been one of H. R. H.’s two equerries. 
His brother, the Earl of Airlie, is a lord in 
waiting to the King. His mother, the 
Dowager Lady Airliz, is a lady of the Bed- 
chamber to Queen Mary. But the young 
guardsman-courtier has thrust aside fam- 
ily tradition and pleasant habits of an 
equetry’s existence. He is retiring from St. 
James’ Palace to the city, from royal cir- 
cles to the insurance business. 


The event makes a bigger dent in H. R. 
Hi.’s routine and affairs than those who do 
not realize the modest size of his estab- 
lishment might suppose. He is one of the 
world’s busy men; but he lives in bache- 
lor quarters in the smallest of the palaces, 
does without a personal stenographer, uses 
a fountain pen for private correspondence 
and a foiding typewriter for official let- 
ters, and limits his entourage to a comp- 
troller, a private secretary and an assist- 
ant private secretary and a brace of 
equerries, 


There also used to be a master of the 
horsé—to give an official] title to a cavalry 
officer the Prince casually picked up in 
India and gave $5,000 a year for the pur- 
chase of his .horses——but ne married and 
dropped -out. 


The entourage may be smail, but it is 
cunningly chosen and adroitly regardful of 
the claims of the three component parts 
of the United Kingdom. There are three 
English officers of His Majesty's Foot 
Guards, one of whom has embassy connec- 
tions and a first hand experience of the 
East, while another has been a governor 
general's aide in Canada and is married to 
an American woman with Canadian con- 
mections; -an English admiral who has 
ranged the world, fought in h&lf a dozen 
land and sea battles and is an expert or- 
ganizer and man of figures; a Welsh diplo- 
mat who is an expert in international law 
and has affiliations with the State Church; 
and the retiring equerry, who is a Scot. 

Meet the statesman of the establishment, 
Sir Godfrey Thomas—lean, saturnine, the 
tenth baronet, forty, Welsh: a black Basque 
of charm, with a shy manner but direct 
mind, a hesitant mode of speech but much 
expressiveness, and a habit—-acquired no 
doubt in the diplomatic game—of dropping 
enigmatic lids over black eyes when he has 
private thoughts to conceal. 

With Major Lascelles, a cousin of Prin- 
cess Mary's husband, for aide,.he runs the 
private secretary’s department. But he is 
a private secretary extraordinary, the 
Prince’s public relations counsel and state 
department in one. 

If a newspaper publishes an erroneous 
statement that the Prince attended a bull- 
fight while the guest of King Alphonso of 
Spain, it is Godfrey Thomas who rings up 
the editor and privately says: hard words 
to him. He is interested in what the 
world’s press says about the young man he 
calls “my master.” 

His resouree is boundless. But once he 
was baffled. It was when the Prince was 
visiting a Latin American republic. En- 
gagements stood ten deep. The Prince was 
in the hands of his host, the president. As 
they sat late at a state banquet in the 
capital one night the question of the next 
day's engagements arose. Something had 
to be cut. They ran down the list. A visit 
to a school attracted the presidential eve. 
“We'll cut that,” he said. 

Next day the children of that schoo) 
went on parade and waited . . . and wait- 
ed. No Prince. All the newspapers raised 
a yell. It was echoed in the British press, 
and the guardian of British interests, the 


august “Times,’ spoke of bad staff work. 
In short, the Prince’s entourage got it in 
the neck. 


/ What had actually happened was that 
the president had forgotten to convey his 
overnight decision to anyone; he maintain- 
ed a bland silence when the storm burst, 
having his popularity to consider; and all 
the Prince’s entourage could do was grin 
and take the brickbats. They couldn't give 
his excellency away. 


Godfrey Thomas was intended for a mil- 
itary career, following his father, an artil- 
lery officer; but his eyesight headed him 
off that path, and he went instead into the 
diplomatic service, where they don’t mind 
glasses so long as the equipment behind 
the eyes and above the ears is sound. He 
was an attache ‘in Berlin, had a spell at 
the Foreign Office, was in Paris with the 
peace delegation; and then the Prince took 
him into his service when he set up a sep- 


arate establishment and moved into St. 
James’ Palace, where Godfrey Thomas. now 
has permanent quarters. 

A very earnest man, despite a streak of 
sardonic humor. His wife, tall, good-look- 


ing, is the daughter of an arch-deacon, 


and strong on the Established Church. 
They were married in a cathedral. 
Althougn he is the only one of the en- 
tourage who has not been involved in 
physical fighting and narrow shaves on the 
sports ground and the hunting field, he did 
once have a close call. It was in his favor- 
ite Spain, in his unregenerate diplomatic 
days. He and his companion, touring in an 
old Ford, were arrested on a charge of 


assassinating the Premier D’Estes in Mad- 


rid, marched three miles at the rifle point 
and incarcerated in a village jail. But that 
is another story, too long to tell here. 
Major Alan Lascelles, who helps Godfrey 
Thomas, is the eldest son of the Earl of 
Harewood’s eldest brother, the Honorable 


Frederick Canning Lascelles, and a cousin 
of Viscount Lascelles, who ‘inherited $12,- 
000,000 when his grand-uncle, the eccentric 
old hermit-miser curio collecter, Lord ClIan- 
ricarde, died. 

A discreet and diplomatic man, he was 
aid to Lord Lloyd, Governor of Bombay, 
and married the most popular girl in the 
Government House circle, the Honorable 
Joan Thesiger, the daughter of the former 
viceroy, Lord Chelmsford. All very much 
in the English tradition. These men make 
first-rate private secretaries. Earl Bal- 
four has another Lascelles in his service in 
that capacity. 

Alan Lascelles is not one of the Prince's 
boon and hunting companions, but he has 
useful links with a dozen embassies, and is 
a mine of information on Britain's eastern 
empire. 

Admiral Lionel Halsey is comptroller and 
treasurer.

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SUPPOSE there have Beep mo- 
ments in history when a king 
himself has cast his kingdom 
away, but I find it hard to be- 
lieve that, since the world began rolling, 
any one having authority, high or low, 
has ever failed his supporters so untimely 
and so outright.

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T IS hardly an exaggeration to state that 

there is nothing in Russia which has not 

undergone a change since the revolution. 
Even the unfathomable phychology of the Rus- 
sian mind has been influenced by the greatest 
turning-wrong-side-out in history of habits, 
customs, manners and methods of procedure. 

At the moment tea and cigarettes retain their 
former place in the estimation of the people— 
possibly the two exceptions. But a doctor in a 
government clinic.told me that the day wouid 
come when even cigarettes would succumb to 
the evolution of efficiency in living. 

Fowever, dancing—which comes next to tea 
and cigarettes in the list of ingrained per- 
quisites—has already begun to take on new 
form.

It goes much deeper than a change in what I 
might term the ritual of dance. 

The very raison d'etre of dancing has been 


changed by what amounts almost to a govern- - 


mental decree. 

Whereas, it has been considered a medium for 
expressing the emotions of an emotional people 
for centuries, dancing now has been construed 
as applicable to the development of engenics 
And in New Russia, no sooner is anything con- 
sidered available for the purpose of race im- 
provement than “Bing!” out comes a govern- 
ment edict—or at least the government tiirows 
its weight behind the development of the new 
idea as it has in this instance. 

Since time immemorial Russian babies were 
permitted to use their discretion as to when 
they should learn to sit up, to crawl and to 
walk, but they were TAUGHT to dance. In 
other words, to exaggerate slightly for the pur- 
pose of making my point clear, sitting up, 
crawling and walking were elective, but danc- 
ing was compulsory.

own devices. 

As time went on, however, the Soviet 
government took constantly increasing in- 
terest in dancing; this could be worked 
into their program just as the theater and 
the cinema had been worked tn. But even 
up to the present time the government has 


allowed each school to develop more or less 
along its own lines. , 


This is really a definite governmental 
policy, for the government believes that 
some good will come out of compctition, 
even conflict. So it lends its support to 
Vera Maia’s School and her theories of 
dance, and at the same time it supports 
dance schools directly opposed to her. 

The changes in Russian dancing were 
slow to develop and took widely different 
forms. But the revohition was a promi- 
nent infiuence in the development of the 
new dances. All of the modern dances are 
founded basically on Russian folk-dances 
and rhythmical calisthenics. A few of the 
ideas for new dances have been brought 
from outside of Russia. One example of 
this was “The Red Poppy,” the ballet of 
the Chinese Revolution. 


The old maestros, almost to a man, hate 
the innovations, and they have fought con- 
Stantly, and still are fighting, for the oid 
Russian ballet. 

It was Vera Maia who introduced the 
idea of using dancing as an aid to the 
teachings of eugenics, just as she has in- 
troduced many of the new changes in the 
dance itself. Russian critics declare that 
she has revolutionized choreography, just as 
the revolution revolutionized Russia. One 


critic declared: “She has replaced the old 
pirouettes and steps that were so far away 
from real life with new forms of move- 
ment, which at once are graceful, simple 
and natural. This is Vera Maia’s~- great 


Service in bringing the dance to the 
masses.” 


Her creative abiltv is enormous. She 
had just evolved thirty new dances when 
I saw her in Russia. One of these she 
called “The Dance of October,” which, of 
course, told the story of the revolution and 
the march of the pioneers, with their 
greetings, etc. Another was called “Gallop.” 
and was built on the part the cavalry play- 
ed in the red days of October. A third 
took mass production and the machine age 
for its theme. This was called, appropri- 
ately, “The Dance of the Machines.” 

Shortly after I had seen Vera Maia’s 
School for myself I met Sylvia Chen, the 
talented daughter of the famous Chinese. 
Eugene Chen. She was there studying. In 
no other country. she told me, had she met 
with such kindliness. 

“The thing that strikes me most about 
Russian dancing is its simplicity and truth. 
It does not consist of tricks or acrobatics 
or stunts. There is nothing of sham about 
it, so therefore it is beautiful and reali. I 
personally think that this is what we want 
in dancing if it is to be regarded as an 
art.” 

I myself noticed one thing in particular 
about the Vera Maia dancers: they seemed 
able to do any sort of dancing, including 
toework, the Charleston and even the Black 
Bottom, although the last two they consid- 
ered profane. They good naturedly exe-

Still, 
every little while some poor ignorant fel- 
low meets death in this way, in spite of 
ah efforts to educate the public about the 
dangers of carbon monoxide gas poisoning 
from the exhaust of the automobile en- 
gine. Most intelligent folk do know this 
danger now and take no _ such _ foolish 
chances. But there are still many other 
carbon monoxide hazards in the ordinary 
walks of life, and it is well to recognize 
these too. 


Gasoline engines are being used for va- 
rious power purposes especially about the 
farm. Whenever such an engine is used 
it crates the same hazard as the automo- 
bile engine and the exhaust gas must be 
treated with respect for its lethal and mor- 
bid effects. 


Suspicious signs of chronic carbon mon- 
oxide gas poisoning are headache, dullness, 
nausea, loss of appetite, dizziness, and pal- 
lor yet a high red corpuscle and a high 
hemoglobin content when the blood is ex- 
amined. 


A simple, rapid and fairly accurate clin- 
ical test, known as the tannin precipita- 
tion test, is available to the physician, for 
detecting carbon monoxide in the blood. 

‘Some sources of chronic carbon mon- 
oxide poisoning other than gasoline in- 
ternal combustion engines, are flueless gas 
heaters, portable gas or oil heaters, char- 
coal braziers, leaky stove or furnace pipes, 
the gas flame under the lead pots in lino-

hot iron), gas water heaters that become 
foul with soot which becomes incandescent, 
gas irons used by clothes pressers, gas radi- 
ant heaters that purport to “burn all the 
dangerous products” and hence have no 
connection with the flue, leaky flexible gas 
tubing, or wherever a gas flame strikes a 
cold surface. 


A gas heating apparatus that is all right 
wher properly regulated may become a 
source of carbon monoxide poisoning if 
the gas pressure changes, or if the gas is 
turned on too much (enough to heat iron 
or soot red hot) or if the gas is turned 
down too low. Therefore provision should 
always be made to carry the products of 
combustion out of the room, whether 
through the flue or through an exhaust 
vent. 


. At this. time of year when peopie are 
rather fond of fresh air or at least not 
afraid of it, open windows and open doors 
protect the inocent and the careless. But 
in the winter there are always a few fata!- 
ities that ‘would not have happened if the 
victims blieved in having a bedroom win- 
dow open when one is sleeping or the 
garage door open while one is warming up 
the engine. Indeed, this ever present men- 
ace of carbon monoxide poisoning, which 
is present wherever illuminating gas is used, 
is sufficient in itself to make any cautious 
person open his bedroom window before he 
goes to sleep if he doesn't believe in fresh 
air. 

The suspicion of suicide has risen in 
numerous instances where a man has been 
found dead in or around his car in a closed 
parage, the car engine running. As a meth- 
od of suicide this is not to be recommended,

That is the characteristic effect of gass-. 


ing with carbon monoxide. The gas itself 
is odorless and colorless and gives no warn- 
ing of its presence or accumulation in the 
air, or at best only a brief warning which 
the~victim, if not well informed of the dan- 
ger, fails to recognize as a danger signal 
and in a few seconds the gas overcomes him 
and he is no longer capable of acting. 
Miners, who call carbon monoxide ‘after 
damp,” speak of a victim being “frozen” 
when he is overcome by this gas after ex- 
plosions. By that they mean he is sud- 
denly stricken and is powerless to run or 
move out of danger. In some instances the 
victim notices throbbing or sudden feeling 
of pressure in the temples, ringing in the 
ears, perhaps nausea, and a sudden weak- 
ness in the legs. The face is usually quite 
red. The eyes blur. All this is momentary, 
and if the victim is unable to get out of 
the gas or if no one recognizes his plight 
and helps him, unconsciousness follows and 
death: is a matter of a few minutes at most, 
Small children or animals are overcome 
more quickly than adcults. Mine _§ rescue 
crews always carry canaries, when the 
canaries are overcome they know it is time 
for men to get out of the danger zone. 
Aside from the increasing exposure of 
people in every day life to carbon monox-

flame deposits soot which becomes red hot; 
all heaters without flue connection are dan- 
gerous, and radiant heatera most danger- 
ous of all. 

Of course the first aid treatment for 
acute gassing is artificial respiration by 
the Schaefer prone pressure method, if the 
victim can be brought into open air oF 
reached with air. Physicians and hospitals 
have found that oxygen imhalations, or bet- 
ter oxygen or air containing 5 per cent of 
carbonic acid gas are most effective, but 
the life saving treatment is plain artificial 
respiration applied while the spark of life 
is vet there. ,
